The action occurred January 7 outside
the Bay of Kunfide, a small walled town
with a garrison and two forts, about 500
miles north of Aden, on the east coast

of the Red sea.

TROOPS ON THE WAY

American Soldiers Sail From
Manila to Northern China.

SENT TO GUARD RAILROAD

Strict Law of Neutrality Laid Down
by Gen. Bell.

LANCHOW SITUATION GRAVE

Imperialists Reported to Be Acting
With Fiendish Brutality Toward
Republican Prisoners,

MANILA, January 12—The TUnited
States transport lLogan left this after-
noon at 2:30 with a battalion of the 13th
Infantry and other details on board on
the way to Chin-Wang-Tao, in northérn
China, After they have disembarked the
American troops are to be employed in
guarding a section of the Peking railroad
from Tang-Shan to Lanchow against the
possible attack of either imperialists or
republican troops. The departure took
place in the presence of a throng of civil-
lans’ and soldiers of other regiments,
while women crowded the quay bidding
tearful farewells and wishing GoOdspeed
to the troope. No women wefe allowed
to accompany the expedition.

Maj. Gen. J. Franklin Bell, commander-
in-chief of the army in the Philippines,
mdde a short parting speech to the

officers and men of the expedition just
before the transport sailed. Gen. Bell
urged the troops to show pride in their
American citizenship while they were on
foreign soil. The Chinese, he said, were
worthy of a square deal, and he expected
the American soldiers to treat them in a
worthy way.

Friendly Relations Imperative.

He begged the officers and men to be
very particular jn regard to courtesies
and salutes to other foreign officers, and
he impressed upon the men the necessity
for maintaining their reputation for clean-
liness and a neat personal appearance.
In conclusion he explzined the desirability
of maintaining the most friendly relations
with all foreigners with whom they
should come into contact.

The loading of the transport Logan was
not compieted until shorgly after midday.

A driving rain which fell throughout

the forenoon caused considerable delay.

HIS CABLEGRAM TO SULZER

Declares United States ]Jiplomt}t
Thwarts Claims Against Persia,

CONTRACT RELEASE REFUSED

Chairman of House Foreign Affairs
Committee to Investigate.
Shuster Leaves Teheran,

F. E. Cairns, one of the young Ameri-
cans employed by W. Morgan Shuster to
reorganize Persia's financial affairs, to-
day cabled Chairman Sulzer of the House
committee on foreign affairs an urgent ap
peal,

He charged that the Persian govern-
ment refused to release them from their
contracts, and that the State Department
at Washington was “influenced by Améeri-
can Minister Charles W, Russell” against
their claims.

Mr. Sulzer announced that he would im-
med.ately take up with the Secretary of
State tne matter of helping these four-
teen American officials, whose rights; he
said, should be protected by the United
States government.

Mr. Shuster, as treasurer general . of
Persia, turned over his affairs to Mr.
Caurns, who was one of .nve men orngi-
nally taken from the United States by
Mr. Shuster.

Cairns is from Skowhegan, Me,
was collector of customs at Manila.

Text of Cablegram.

The cablegram, dated at Teheran, fol-
lows: :

“Fourteen American officials affected
by Russian ultimatum equally. Shus-
ter desires release, same terms. Have
presented claims Persian government
for full salary of unexpired term, trav-
eling expenses, allowances. Anglo-
Russian legations supporting claim in
good faith. Persian cabinet will obey
their instructions. ;

“Department State influenced by Amer-
ican minister here, endeavoring destroy
our claims. Is obsessed with idea of com-
pelling Americans remain in Persia re-
gardless of our desires and unbearable
cond.tions. Your assistance througn State
Department imperative.”

Secretary Enox Reticent.

Secretary Knox did not wish to discuss
the story, after the cabinet meeting to-
day, further than to say there was evi-
dent friction between the young Ameri-
cans with Shuster in Persia and Minister
Russell.

Shuster Leaves Persia..

TEHERAN, January 12.—W. Morgan
Shuster, the ex-treasurer general of Per-
gia, accompanied by his wife and chil-
dren, started on his way to Europe Vves-
terday morning. The party left here in
the regent’s automobile.

The four Persian members of the treas-
ury commission, who were appointed to
assist! M. Mornard, the Belgian, in admin-
istering that department, resigned yes-
terday, leaving M. Mornard alone to logk
after the finances of the country. Noth-
ing has been paid In the way of revenue
s.nce Mr. Shuster was dismissed except
the customs duties.

Before leaving Mr. Shuster gave out a
statement in which he said:

“*An illegzaHy appointed cabinet notified
me December 24 of the termination of
my serviceg, after first ascertain.ng that
I would not contest such action. As the
mejliss (parliament) had been abolished,
I felt jus.ifled in accepting the dismissal
at the hands of the de facto government.

His Requests Ignored.

“Since then, notwithstanding my re-
peated requests, no proper step has been
taken to relieve me of my duties, whi.e
a cabinet composed of men who were
thoroughly vindictive, owing to the sup-
port which the mejl.ss had accorded me,
sought every possible means of humiliat-
ing and embarrass.ng me.

“*After rece.ving an impolite, incoher-
ent proposal to hand over my administra-
tion I notified the cabinet January § that
1 intended in forty-eight hours to trans-
fer the office to Mr. Cairns, my assistant,
in order to take my family out of Persia
before the roads were blocked by snow.
The cabinet having taken no action, 1
left Mr. Cairns in charge. He fully rep-
resents me and is ready to transfer the
dut.es to any authorized successor.”

Efforts are being made today to rally a
majority of senators to the support of
the Lodge amendment to the resolution
ratifying the arbitration treaties with
Great Britain and France.

Three-fourths of the republicans are
understood to be favorable to the L.odge
plan, which .contemplates the ratification
of the treaties unamended, but making
specific reservation of the Senate’s t.l:ea.ty-
lmaking prerogatives in the resolution of
ratification. But democratic opposition
is strong. Senators Rayner and Williams
are the only demgcrats who have an-
nounced their support of the treaties un-
amended.

Provisions of the Amendment.

The Lodge amendment provides, essen-
tially:

“The American members of such com-
mission shall be appointed by the Presi-
dent, subject to the advice and consent
of the Senate, and with the further un-
derstanding that the reservation in ar-
ticle I of the treaty, that the special
agreement in each case shaill be made -y
the President by. and with the advice and
consent of the Senate, means the con-
currence of the Senate in the full exercise
of its constitutional powers in respect to
every special agreement, whether sub-

mitted to the Senate as the result of wne
report of a joint high commission of in-
quiry under article 111 or otherwise.”

Storm warnings have been displaved up
and down the Atlantic coast and in the
gulf. Steamers plunging westward
through the Atlantic will have a tough
time today and tomorrow.

Hard to Get Crossings Cleaned.

Despite the stories of lack of work com-
ing from the missions and bread line cen-
ters, Supt. Paxton of the street cleaning
department said he had difficulty this
morning in getting enough day laborers
to go out with snow plows and street

crosging gangs. He wants 600 men who
are not afraid of a snow shovel, but all
he could get together this morning was a
little army of 400. Twenty inspectors,
who went out in charge of the snow ex-
cavating were empowered to hire men on
the street wherever they would appear.

The street cleaning department wagons
are hauling snow away from street inter-
sections only, and are cleaning up gutters,
The enow is being dumped on the site of
the old Pennsylvania railroad station, on
the open spaces near the Union station
and in sewers. Mr. Paxton has $10,000
for snow work, and this storm will cost

Little Delay to Railway Trafiic.

The storm had not interfered with rail-
road traffic to any serious extent today.

Traffic by water, however, is getting
close to a standstill. With the exception
of the big steamers running to Noriolxk,
all boats in freight and passenger serv-
ice out of Washington to lower river and
bay points have been withdrawn from
service until the ice embargo is broken.

Andrew Carnegie Indorses
Views of Former Presi-
dent Roosevelt.

SHERMAN ACT TOO MILD °
TO CURE PRESENT ILLS

Would Try Strict Control and Regu-
lation of Prices.

OPPOSED T0O  DISSOLUTION

Need Big Corporations, He Says,
But They Must Be Regulated—No
Need of Protection for
Steel Industry.

| Hill Ores Bad Bargain,
i Andrew Carnegie Says

i When the United States Steel
| Corporation gave notice of the

cancellation in 1915 of the Great
| Northern ore properties it was
| widely proclaimed that the step |
had been taken In an effort to |
square itself with the federal anti-
trust laws.

On the witness stand today be-
fore the Stanley steel investigating
committee Andrew Carnegie said:

“I know it has cost the steel cor-
poration millions in trying to de-
velop these ores.

“It is my opinion that the United
States Steel Corporation is giving
up these ores for no other reason
than that they have come to the
conclusion it is an unprofitable in-
vestment.”

“l am familiar with the views of ex-
President Roosevelt on the trust ques
tion and I am inclined to agree with
him,” said Andrew Carnegie before the
steel trust investigating committee to-
day. Representative Gardner of Massa-
chusetts had contrasied those views
with jdeas expressed by President Taft
in his recent message on the trust ques-
tion.,

“In the =olution of the industrial prob-
lem,”” said Representative Gardner, “‘there
are two leading thoughts before wus.
President Taft in his recent message ex-
pressed the view that dissolution of large
units should go on. The other line of
thought, as expfessed by former Presi-
dent Roosevelt, is that under the existing
8herman law we should look to recog-
nition of large units controlled by the

government. In which class are you, Mr.
Larnegie?"

Sherman Law Too Mild.

“l have agreed with Mr. HRooseveilLs
views. 1 think for the present that you
should allow large organizations to con-
tunue and to see how we get aiong and
that you shou.d pass laws reguiating
tnese organizations. Then you be pa-
tient and see what further legisiation
may be necessary. 1 do not tnunk the
bdnerman 1aw 1s drastic enough. Give us
4 c.ear, unmistakable law and I bpeiieve
we will stee: ciealny.”

“Do you believe dissolution of the
United States »ieel Corporation would
lessen the price of steel”’

He testiied that he had been
given by the company officials access to
the original auvcuments, copies of which
he had printed, but had not had access
to the books of the company.
